For Perjury 
and 
False 
Claims 


Against the Government, 


FORT bMiTH, Dec. 28 Judge Parker, 
veiterduy, sentenced John IN. Taylor to 
5 years in the House of Correction, at 
Detroit, for perjury and presenting false 
claims against the government. I'aylor 
Is 60 years old and blind. For many 
years he has drawn a pension of $72 a 
month for total blindness caused by a 
gunshot wound received In the war. He 
never was wounded and bis blindness 
was the result of sickness two years 
after the war. He drew 818,000 fraudu- 
lently RS pension. 
He pleaded guilty 


and claimed that the fraud was planned 
by pension attorneys. He had a wound 
on his breast caused by a blister applied 
in the army, and five examining boards 
passed it for a gunshot wound.
